Governor-General George P. Va- 
nler made this statement today at 
the official opening of the Train- 
ing and Ilcscarch Building of the 
Department of Psychiatry of Mc- 
Gill University. 

Among the dignitaries gathered 
to witness this opening ceremony 
were Dr. H. Rockc Robertson, 
Principal and Vice-Chanccllor, and 
R. E. Powell. Chancellor of ;McGill 
University, 

The' building, associated with 
the Allan Memorial Institute, was 
described by Dr, D. Ewen Came- 
ron, director of the Allan, as "an 
outstanding psychiatric research 
and training cstablishmcnL" 

Vanier, in his opening remarks, 
traced the development of ithe en- 
tire McGill Medical Faculty from 
its , "wooden house at No. 20 St. 
Jarhes Street in 1833 to its present 
site." 

"It is bard to say when the me- 
dical faculty became an organic 
part of McGill", stated Vanier. 
" 'Engrafting' is a fdoitK)^ process, 
yet- in many an orchard the graft 
becotnes the best of the tree. With 
the'''passage of time the tree has 
strengthened, the graft has taken, 
and today Medicine is — root, 
branch, leaf and flower — one of 
McGill's strongest and proudest 
parts," 

Aid Society 
"This new Training and Re- 
search Building will greatly aid 
society in search of the solutions 
it requires", said Vanier, "Here 
can bo conducted training in psy- 
chiatry, psychology, biochemistry, 
neurosurgery and social work; and 
also, research in.these^and^other. 
fields to unit 



greater knowledge and to discover 
undreamed of secrets." 

He pointed out that the layman, 
such as. himself, is probably more 
impressed than any expert would 
be by the fantastic assortment of 
equipment gathered there. 

Psychiatry restrained 

However, he cautioned that "tho 
power of psychiatry must be res- 
trained within a certain morality, 
man, after all, is a human being 
and though we dissect his person- 
ality in the name of science, we 
must always respect his spiritual 
values. Our aim should ever be 
the preservation of his humanity". 

Construction of the $1,0 million 
building was required to relieve 
overcrowded research conditio;is 
at the Allan Memorial Institute 
and for centralization of research 
projects designed to explore new 
lines of research into serious 
forms .of mental illness. 

Dr. D. Ewen Cameron stated 
that "with tho exception of the 
National Institutes for Mental 
Health in the United States, there 
is no other psychiatric research 
facility in North America such as 
we now have in Quebec." 

He expressed his thanks to an 
anonymous benefactor, "whose 
most generous gift moved the Uni- 
versity to the decision to award 
a high priority to the erection of 
this new Building" and to "tho 
Government of the Province of 
Quebec — not simply for supplying 
the greater part of the necessary 
building funds — but for the vi- 
sion that they showed in providing 
Uie^means^for^ithis ' magnificent

Demand Asselm's resignation 

The McGill Liberal Club voted yesterday, by a large- majority, to ask for the resignation 
of Edmund Asselln, M.P. for Notre Dame de Grace. 

The resolution 



was passed in 
time to be presented to a meeting 
of the Liberal organization of 
N.D,G,, yesterday evening. Mr. As- 
selhi recently admitted, to being 
involved in a real estate transac- 
tion, concerning several thousands 
of dollars of public funds. 

The F^esldcnt of the McGill Lib- 
eral Club, Sharon Sholzberg, ex- 
plained that "It is the duty of the 
student body to exert pressure to 
ensure a high standard of ethics 
and morality among the Commons 
representatives." 

The Club's Vice-President, Cliff 
Post, questioned whether people of 
N.D.G. could "really believe that 
Mr. Asselin is representing them, 
and not himself?" 

Mr, Asselin is presently in Eu- 
rope, and is imavailable for com- 
ment. 



The resolution reads as follows : 

''Wheréa8>liIr.';Edmund Asselin, 
by his ovm admisslon, has particip- 
ated knowingly and actively in a 
real estate transaction with a pub- 
lic body, which transaction result- 
ed in a profit of $87,000 at the ex- 
pense of the public. 

Whereas such excess profit was 
received at no risk. 

Whereas such action is in itself 
unethical and irregular for any ci- 
tizen, 

Whereas the system used by Mr, 
Asjselin of channelling profit 
through a foreign corporation to 
avoid income taxes is imcthical 
and irregular for any citizen, - 

Whereas such lack of ethics, ad- 
mitted to by Mr. Edmund Asselin, 
is incompatible with the status of 
a member of Parliament, of any 



honourable citizen, and with the 
ideals of the Liberal Party, 

Be it° resolved that Mr., Edmund 
Asselin be asked to resign imme- 
diately as MJ>. f or N,D,G.i and that 
Prime -Minister L.B. Pearson be 
asked to request the resignation 
of Mr, Asselin from his seat as 
MJP, for N,D.G„ and to have Mr. 
Asselin expelled from the Liberal 
Party,"

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I The Post-Graduates' Proposals 

' The Post-Graduate Students' Society hoi proposed several 
amendments to the Students' Society Constitution. One of 
these, if passed, will give them|an(annual statutory grant of 
$3.00 per student, to be dediSeled' from their Students'. So- 
ciety fees and divided as follows t one dollar to the PGSS 
and two dollars to a Trust Fund to be used In the construction 
of a PGSS Home. We have seen fit to oppose these proposals. 
.We would like to clarify our reasons for so doing. 

The postgraduates argue that they are different 
from any other group on campus; different In age, 
different In Interests, Indeed intrinsically different 
from everyone else at McGill. for this reason they 
have asked for their own equivalent of the Students* 
Union and would in addition like to have complete 
fiscal autonomy. The PGSS also claims that it v/as 
badly treated when first Incorporated Into the 
Students' Society and must be granted what It now 
demands as a sort of peace offering. 

The problem boils down to three issues. First, there 
Is the question of the original incorporation of the 
PGSS Into the Students' Society. We will not deny 
that this was completely mishandled. Nevertheless, 
the pages of history cannot be turned back and it 
Is specious to argue, In effect, that any request which 
the PGSS makes today must be granted because of 
the- injustice they suffered in the past. 

The second question concerns thé PGSS argument 
that their rhernbers ore different from the other 
students on this campus. Are they really? Is the 22 
year oldJV bs ter's student studying political Science 
very differenrf rom his former classmates and current 
friends who are now in first year Law. Has he 
stopped reading the Daily, if he ever did? Has he 
given up playing chess, checkers or bridge? Probably 
not. -The postgraduate students may be different In 
some important respecfs. But they are- not so different 
that they can have no successful relations with the 
other students in this university. 

The third' Issue, directly related to the proposed 
amendments to the Students' Society Constitution, 
concerns the PGSS Trust Fund and their own "home". 
We ore willing to grant, that the postgraduates. If 
only because they believe that they are very different, 
should have a home of their own at McGill. The 
question Is how to finance that home. The answer 
should be obvious. 

The postgraduates pay Sjudents' Society fees con- 
siderably lower than other stucJ^ts because they do 
not get full benefit from some of the projects that 
these fees support. We believe that the difference 
In fees, which next year will amount to $7.50 per 
student, could and should be applied to special 
projects of the PGSS like their Trust Fund. Law 
studetits, Medical students. Engineering students, all 
pay extra fees In order to finance programs which 
are of Interest to them alone. Surely the PGSS 
members could moke this sacrifice if their home Is 
really so Important to them. 

These are the arguments which must be refuted at 
the open meeting of the^deiits' Society. Any group 
In any society which w i^fiEpe cIal treatment should 
be willing to pay for ItaHB
